Chapter 963 Adds Sections 1 ) j.iQ 

thru 11144 



SUBJCCT: CRIMINAL RECORDS 

ANALYSIS: Makes it a misdemeanor to furnish, buy, receive, or possess 
cerfain criminal records sf the State Department of Justice, 
or information coniained therein, with specified exceptions. 

Provides that the only persons authorized to receive such 
records are individuals or public agencies granted the authority 
by a court, statute or decisional luw. 



1 1 1 40. As used in this article; 

(a) "Record" Means the master record sheet, or a copy thereof, 
maintained under a perron's name by the Department of Justice, and com- 
monly known as an "arrest record'*, "criminal record sheet," or "rap sheet." 
"Record 11 does not include cny other records or files of the Department of 
Justice. 

(b) "A person authorized by law to receive a record" means any person 
or public agency authorized by a court, statute, or decisional taw to 
receive a record. 



11141. Any employee of the Department of Justice who knowingly 
furnishes a record or information obtained from a record to a 
person who is not authorized by law to receive the record or information 
is guilty of a misdemeanor. 



11142. Any person authorized by lav/ to receive a record or information 
obtained from a record who knowingly furnishes the record or 
information fo a person who is nor authorized by law to receive the record 
or information is guilty of a misdemeanor, t *
